ter or steam. Use pure water only. 
After cleansing keep utensils, inverted. 
In pure air and sun, if possible, until 
wanted for use again. In this paper 
much is made of sunlight. This is be- 
cause it is a microbe destroyer. They 
cannot live and flourish in the sunlight. 
Darkness is life to them and disease 
germs. Sunlight and the drought of a 
year ago last season destroyed nearly 
all the hog cholera germs in the corn 
and swine belt and this season that 
disease is very rare there. The most 
dangerous and unwholesome room in 
the average dwelling house is the par- 
lor, where it is kept darkened to keep 
the carpet from fading or for some oth- 
er trifling matter. It just swarms with 
evil microbes of many kinds, as those 
of sore throat, a hacking cough, n slight 
fever, bowel troubles and numerous 
other ailments. •'Sunlight for sweet- 
ness." 


Cmre IB Milking. 


, To milk a cow requires time and pa- 
tience. Tbe milk should be drawn slow- 
ly and steadily. Some cows have very 
tender teats, and if you want a well 
disposed cow be gentle in your treat- 
ment of her. A good cow is naturally 
Impatient and does not like rough han- 
dling. 


ConnninptloB of Dnlrr Product*.

A bitter condition in milk may be 


induced by a variety of causes, but 
true fermentations that produre bitter 
products nre the result mainly of bac- 
terial action, says Dr. H. L. Russell of 
the Wisconsin expariment station. This 
type of f ermentntion is caused by wide- 
ly different bacteria. 
The writer has 


isolated H pure acid organism, one that 
soured milk without the production of 
any gaseous product, and yet milk Im- 
pregnated with this organism develop- 
ed a taste as bitter as gall. Many of 
the digestive or peptonizlng fermenta- 
tions develop bitter flavors. Where 
butyric acid is formed In milk a bitter 
taste Is often noticed. 


In heated milk especially bitter fla- 


vors frequently occur. This condition 
arises from the fact that the heating 
procers destroys the normal lactic acid 
bacteria and as these bitter ferment 
germs are usually spore bearing or- 
gaulsmi they are able to resist tho 
heating process. Bitter milk or cream 
is sometimes noted In the winter. Sotna 
of the bacteria that ar,« able to form 
bitter substances can grow at consider- 
ably lower temperature than the ordi- 
nary sour milk forms, and so, if milk 
Is kept where it Is near the freezing 
point, these bitter forming species de- 
velop more rapidly than the lactic spe- 
cie.s, thus giving the peculiar flavor to 
the milk. 
In some cases the bitter 


flavor in milk, unless It is too pro- 
nouncfd, disappears when the product 
Is made up into butter or cheese.

Thi* dairyman who sells his butter 


fat to a creamery is in the best possi- 
ble position to muke a flock of poultry 
profitable.

is not also good to Increase the produc- 
tion of eggs.

waste, why should not big corporations 
be formed to farm such farmers? Not 
ten in a hundred of the patrons of Illi- 
nois creameries read dairy literature or 
have ever taken pains to make them- 
selves intelligent on the nature and val- 
ue of tho product they are dealing with 
and prodr.ciug. It Is just the same in 
the great dairy state of New York. 
How can such men be expected to deal 
intelligently and in the most profitable 
manner ivlth the business they have in 
hand? We are surprised that hundreds 
of such corporations have not been 
formed and grown rich out of those 
farmers years ago.

Nothing but loss and disappointment 
can followr such methods. The dual pur- 
pose cow is both useful and valuable In 
her place. If she is desired, however, 
she must come from some of the well 
established breeds of that type and not 
from the absurd and purposeless cross- 
ing of beef and milk breeds.—Bulletin 
Department of Agriculture.

dairy. This system of sending frozen 
eream Instc-ad of milk to the dairy Is 
a j.'ood one, ns it saves carriKgf. Th«* 
crc-aia is refrigerated in the follow- 
ing liuinuer at the farm: Nearly ewry 
furaser las a separator. Tbe cream is 
ru:j into tbe can In which it will make 
its journey. This can is placed in a 
4>pec":illy designed wooden tub and 
small pieces of ice packed clossly 
nrouutl It. Over this ice a conm:on 
kind of coarse salt is sprinkled which 
intensifies the cold. A careful record 
of temperature, both of the freezing 
mixture and the cream, is kept. Dur- 
ing the process the cream is kept 
stirred from time to time until the re- 
quired degree of cold is reached. 


The trains are provided with special 


cars to take the cream. The tempera- 
ture of these cars is capable of being 
lowered or raised, according- to the 
time of year. The cans of refrigerated 
cream ou arrival at the dairy are first 
weighed, then graded, as we would 
butter. The'qualities are usually first 
second and third. After grading the 
tins are placed in the thawing room. 
Great care is required not to thaw too 
quickly. When the necessary temper- 
ature Is reached, the cream is taken lo 
the ripening room, and after this the 
process of butter production is the 
same as in any dairy. It is not recom- 
mended that cream should be frozen 
solid, as the resultant butter is not of 
such a good quality as from the semi* 
frozen article. The cans used vary In 
size from a pint to five gallons. They 
are very strongly made and capable of 
being easily cleaned.

A Plica Dairy Type. 


I believe that the only safe rule to 


follow in breeding dairy cattle is to 
br«ed to a fixed dairy type, says J. 


The station is receiving mr.ny in- 


quiries relative to the most economic 
grain mixtures for milk production, 
says J. B. Lindsey of ilatch experi- 
ment station. All kinds of grain are 
relatively high at present. 
Taking 


feeding effect and cost into considera- 
tion, tho following mixtures nre sug- 
gested: (I) One hundred pounds bran, 
1UO pounds tlour middlings, 100 pounds 
cottonseed or gluten meal; mix and 
feed sovcn to eight quarts daily; (2) 
100 pounds bran, 150 pounds corn and 
cob meal, 100 pounds cottonseed or 
gluten meal; mix and feed seven to 
eight quarts daily; (,"!) 100 pounds corn 
und col) meal, 125 pounds gluten feed; 
mix ami feed ftve to six quarts daily, 
preferably mixed with com Bllnge. 


Very satisfactory and economic re- 


sults are being obtained at this station 
with 
the 
following: Two hundred 


pounds distillers' dried grains, 150 i 
pounds corn and cob meal; mix and I 
feed live to six quarts daily; alsa with 
100 pounds di&tillPiV dried grains, 100 
pounds flour middlings; mix and feed 
six to eight quarts daily. During these 
times of high feed pi ices it Is impor- 
tant to study the subject of economic ! 
feeding.

In feeding dairy cows consideration 


of their future must first be thought 
of. 
The supply of milk must be per^ 


uianont and not temporary. Conse- 
quently any system of feeding that will 
reduce tho normal or injure the ani- 
mals should be condemned. 
Concen- 


trated foods nre all right in their place, 
uixl every dairyman can avail himself 
of them to a certain extent to help In- 
crease the milk supply, but tbe animals 
inu^t depend upon variety of food, of 
wbleh Micculent IcIndH, such as graxs 
and ensilage, aro tho great foundation 
If their health ia to be retained uud 
their normal yield of milk kept up.

the state mentioned the number of 
acres cultivated has, according to ibs 
statistics of Professor 
Waugh. tie- 


creased 22 per cent, and this alongside 
tbe great enlargement of the mnvket. 
Most of the laud thus gradually aban- 
doned was not suited for high gnvie 
tillage crops and has been left to pas- 
turage and forest growth. On tbe other 
hand, the amount uf farru products has 
increased 51 per cent. 


In ct'aer wouls, Massachusetts furri- 


ers raise one-half more produce u < 
three-fourths the area as compared 
with twenty years ago. Thus the wc.ik- 
tng farms have grown smaller, wh lo 
the crops have grown larger and more 
valuable. 
The greater part of this 


change is evidently in the forming re- 
gions in close touch with city markets. 
The more remote sections hhow fewer 
changes in 
twenty years. 
Yet tho 


same tendency to concentrate efforts 
on the bost laud ia everywhere noted. 


Specialization is another 
influence 


Which has raised crop values. 
Fann- 


ing under cloth, gardening under glass, 
drainage, heavy manuring and all the 
various methods of hi;;h pressure ag- 
riculture have all done their part. The 
farmers of the thickly settle,! sections 
have become largely gardeners, milk 
producers, fruit growers and the like, 
and the old time, all around fanner is 
in the minority. This tendency is from 
most points of view cue to be com- 
mended. It tciuls to reuove tbe farm- 
er from distant conipj;.tion, to help 
him learn to raise at least o-.ie product 
well, t,> increase bis ekill and general 
Intelligence ai:d to inert-use the aver- 
age of proiit— Ameiicuu Cultivator.

A oow kept from her f*«d 
one hnlf hour longer than uminl will b« 
In nn ugly mood, nnd a decreased ui«M 
ot milk will follow. 


Ncwa and Nolcn. 


In some recent experiments the best 


yields of cloyer were obtained in the 
order given from p'ots with beeil from 
Bohemia, Indiana. Minnesota. Wiscon- 
sin, r.rittany aud Ohio. Plants from 
American seed were Invariably very 
hairy, while those from Kuropoan seed 
were almost as Invariably smooth.

Keep dairy cows in a room or build- 


ing by themselves. Stables should be 
well ventilated and lighted. A dark 
stable is the delight of all manner of 
evil bacteria. They cannot flourish in 
the sunlight. Learn that, and you will 
have gained half the battle of intelli- 
gent dairying. 
Let the stable have 


tight walls in winter, remembering that 
holes here eventually make holes iu thp 
pocketbook. Never use dirty or musty 
litter. ' Store the manure under cover 
outside of the stablt and remove it 
often where to be used. 
Whitewash 


the stable twice a year. Use land plas- 
ter iu the gutters daily. If fodder is 
dusty, sprinkle it before feeding. Glenn 
and air the stable before milking. Nev- 
er allow the cows to get excited by 
hard driving, worried by dogs, abuse, 
loud talking or strange men, screams 
of playful children or any noises un- 
usual to them. Do not expose the cows 
io cold or storms. Do not cliauge their 
feed suddenly. Feed liberally and use 
only fresh, palatable feeds. 
Let the 


drinking water be pure, fresh and 
abundant, but not too cold iu winter. ' 
Keep salt before the cows. Clean the 
entire body of the cow every day. 


HUT* Stalls Ton Can Clean. 


Are your milk cows sheeted with mud 


and manure? If BO, the milk cannot 
be pure, the butter cannot be of high 
grade, the price- will be and should be 
low. How to prevent this nasty situ- 
ation? Your cows must be stanchion- 
ed on floors properly .constructed so 
that' the sta''a may be thoroughly 
cleaned daily. Hay and straw bedding 
help ovly u very little. — Farm and 
Rauch,

Let the 
busiest woman lay aside her wdrk, re- 
lax body nnd mind, take an easy chair 
between the softly crackling fire and 
the little table and whether alone or In 
tbe company of family, friend or book 
sip a tranquilizing cup cf the orient's 
best. Iti; blessed "lost time!" 


A fine quality of black tea is consid- 


ered best for general use. In curing 
green tea the leaves are steamed as 
soon as gathered. In the case of black 
tea the leaves are allowed to feftnent 
before drying. The result is that the 
finished black tea contains far less tan- 
nin than the green. The original ten 
leaf possesses an oxidizing principle 
which is destroyed in the steaming 
process, but which oxidizes the tannin 
during the curing of black tea and 
gives it its^ color. But, whether byson 
or souchong, orange pekoe or English 
breakfast, do not use cheap tea or 
dusty tea, or tea whose bouquet you 
cannot enjoy. Do not allow it to steep 
till instead of the essence and fra- 
grance the deadly bitterness and black- 
ness are "yours for Indigestion." And 
above all never conduct your gentle 
ministrations with a metal teapot as an 
ally, solid silver excepted. Any other 
metal kettle Is permissible *or heating 
the water alone. The chemical action 
after the tea is added is what makes 
mischief—and. poison. 


A silver tea ball has Ite advantages 


for preparing a single cup, but for 
more thau that the better way is to 
measure your 
favorite 
mixture or 


brand of tea into small cheesecloth 
bags end keep these ready for use in.an 
airtight caddy. Find out the number 
of cupfuls your teapot holds and allow 
the regulation even teaspoonful of tea 
to each cup. For convenience make the 
bags iu two sizes, both being large 
enough to give the required amount of 
leaves room to swell. Drop a bag into 
a hot china teapot or a highly polished 
silver one, add the proper quantity of 
freshly boiling water, else, even with 
the best quality of tea, you will never 
succeed iu having It in its perfection. 
Cover the nose of the pot if you do not 
use a cozy and allow tbe tea to infuse 
not more than five or eight minutes 
over a very low alcohol linine; then 
with a fork remove the bag of leaves 
and its capacity for harm. 


If any pr.ss your way who like nov- 


elty—and novelty hath charms—serve 
them a brew carefully prepared ac- 
cording to the foregoing hints and put 
into the bottom of each heated cup a 
bit of loaf sugar, a thin slice of lemon 
minus the yellow rind and three cloves; 
then add the tea. Or sweeten, use the 
lemon slice and two candied cherries 
before filling the cups. These two con- 
coctions are very popular in a certain 
eastern college town. The palates of 
lovers of English breakfast tea are of- 
ten tickled by the addition in the pot of 
a strip or two of dried orange peel.— 
Good Housekeeping.

The shooting occurred -on the most 


frequented street and corner in. the 
capital, just before 2 o'clock this af- 
ternoon. The announcement that Till- 
man had shot 
Gonzales 
passed 


through the city like a thrill and in 
a very few minutes a 
crowd had 


gathered in front of the state house, 
the scene of the affair. 


Gonzafles, according to the story of 


witnesses, "was walking down 
the 


street amd the lieutenant governor, 
who had presided over the forenoon 
session of the state senate and had 
remained behind, stepped out of the 
shadow of the state house, presented 
a revolver and fired. Gonzales fell. 
Sdme of the bystanders say that Till- 
man spoke as he fired the shot, while 
others assert that he discharged Ms 
weapon, without saying a word. 


It is believed that the shooting was 


the outcome of the bitter feeling ov- 
er the campaign of last August. Gon- 
zales attacked Tillman in his paper, 
calling him1 a number of unpleasant 
names and referring to him as a 
criminal candidate and a proven liar. 
Tfilman was much wrought up and 
the men had been'passing each oth- 
er on the street without, speaking. 


The lieutenant governor has been 


arrested and is guard/jd by a large 
body of police. 'It "was feared that be 
imight be lynched, ils much feeling 
•has been exhibited, but the friends 
of Gonzales say that Tillman is safe. 
They will not attempt to lynch him, 
.but are content to let the law take 
its course.

According 
to a German technical journal, Ludwig 
Jiluurer has succeeded In solving, sev- 
eral problems in relation tp the driving 
of motor carriages. His improvement 
relates to the manner of transmitting 
the power from the motor to the driv- 
ing gear, which is done through a fric- 
tion wheel. The flywheel of the motor 
Is made to act as a drive wheel by 
flattening one side of it and applying 
a small friction wheel to the surface, 
the latter wheel being carried by a 
shaft geared directly to the rear axle. 


Instead of changing the speod of the 


motor, increase or decrease of speed is 
Obtained by sliding the small friction 
wheel back and forth on the shaft Tha 
farther the wheel is removed from the 
center of the disk the faster It revolves, 
and when the wheel runs close to the 
center steep grades can be negotiated 
with ease. To run the carriage back- 
ward it is only necessary to throrar the 
friction wheel past the center of the 
disk, thus reversing the direction of the 
driving shift. As the motor i-i always 
used at its fullest capacity, without ref- 
erence to cnange of speed of the car- 
riage or grades to be ascended, the in- 
ventor claims results with a four horMi 
snotor equaling other six and eight 
horse power machines

test between union labor and capital. 


That is all there is to it, gentlemen.

EXTRACT FROM 
MR. YEATON'S 


LICENSE BILL.
